the subject. This happens to be an opportune moment for open- 

ing out this question, as invitations to balls and dances are now 

conspicuously numerous in society \gain, declining invitations

offers room for doubt as to what should or should not be said 


ty 
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under given. circum- 
stances, although it would 
seem at a first glance that 
to do either the one or the 
other—to accept or decline 
invitations—was not very 
perplexing. Between in- 
timate friends this would 
naturally be the case, but 
not quite so easy between 
mere acquaintances. Then 
the wish to say exactly the 
right thing is uppermost, 
and not to appear too pleased to accept nor too sorry to decline, 
nor too abrupt in giving expression to either alternative. 

The received rule that invitations couched in the third person 
should be responded to in the same person is supposed to be gen- 
erally understood, but although this may be so, the composition 
of notes of acceptances in the third person is often a difficulty to 
not a few. Should it be ** Mrs. A. has the pleasure to accept,” 
or ‘‘ It will give Mrs. A. much pleasure to accept,” or “ Mrs. A 
will have the pleasure of accepting,” are some 
of the forms set before us for approval, none 
of which merit it. ‘* Mrs, A. has much pleas- 
ure in accepting” meets the case, and is the 
customary form employed, for small as the dis- 
tinction is, there is yet a difference. The first 
example given is crude, the second over cordial, 
the third ungrammatical, and this brings us 
back to the fourth, to which no exception can 
be taken, save that it lacks originality, but 
then this quality exhibited before mere acquaint- 
ances would be interpreted as not knowing 
one’s world, whereas adhering to a recognized 
form saves the writers from misconstruction, and leaves them with 
a reserve force on hand for the appreciation of their friends. By 
the-by, what a bright ten minutes reading would be the quaint 
and witty acceptances to invitations that are penned by talented 
men and women to those with whom they are on very intimate and 
friendly terms. 

Invitations to dinner, when issued on engraved cards, are 
also responded to in the third person, whether accepted or de- 
clined. ‘* Mr, and Mrs, A, have much pleasure in accepting Mr

The various colors of wool re 
quired for the pattern ar by being 
lapped evenly round a broom handle, and then cut a 
a groove on one side. A row of stitches of a given num 
ber is cast on with the cotton, and, after a plain row has 
been knitted for the edge, the lengths of cut wool are 
knitted in, in the manner shown in the illustrations of the 
work in course of progress; the next row is knitted plain, 
and the following with the wool, so that a firm founda- 
tion of cotton knitting forms the back of the work. The 
arrangement of the wools in various patterns is easily 
accomplished by the use of a book of designs, from which 
the patterns may be worked out with very little trouble. 
The rug should be knitted in strips right accross the whole 
width, and then sewn together, so that no inconvenience 
is experienced from the weight, the width of each strip 
being about 6 inches. Some of the designs are exceed- 
ingly simple, others more elaborate, and each pattern is 
finished with a handsome and appropriate border. In 
the accompanying illustration is shown one of the most 
effective patterns, suited either to a door mat or toa full
